By United Press International 
Separate public opinion polls 
today indicate Ronald Reagan 
is looking good to the public in 
the 
early 
stages 
of. 
his 
cam paign, while President 
Ford s popularity slipped dur­ 
ing the past month. 
Reagan opened his bid this 
week for the New Hampshire 
primary vote in his campaign 
for 
the 
COP 
presidential 
nomination. Today he took up a 
warmer clime, 
moving 
into 
North Carolina, another state 
with an early primary. 


President Ford kept to the 
White 
House, 
brushing 
up 
budget plans and his speech on 
the State of the Union, due at 
midmonth 


A Harris survey of 
1,475 
adults nationwide showed Rea­ 
gan 
winning 
acceptance 
on 
several fronts, 51 to 20 per cent 
identifying 
the 
former Cali­ 
fornia governor favorably with 
reducing the government 
in 
business, 45 to 25 per cent on 
paring the bureauracy, and 44 
to 25 per cent on a forceful

was rated less favorably, on the

In a Gallup study made the 
weekend after President Ford 
returned from China, he won 
approval for his job p erfo r­ 
mance from 39 per cent of 
those surveyed, up 2 per cent 
from his worst poll but down 7 
per cent from early December 
Another 46 per cent disap­

South Africa has informed the 
Ford administration that it is 
prepared to pull its troops out 
of Angola in the next 48 hours, 
according to authoritative ad­ 
ministration sources 
The administration had hoped 
for such a development, which 
it feels may put the Organiza­ 
tion for African Unity in a 
stronger position position to 
bring pressure for Cuba and the 
Soviet Union to withdraw their 
forces from Angola. The OAU 
meets next week in Ethiopia. 
The 
1,200 
South 
African 
forces have been helping an 
anti-Soviet 
faction 
in 
the 
Angolan civil war Publicly, the 
State Department would say 
only that 
it 
had 
not 
been 
informed of the South African 
decision, 
leaving 
open 
the 
possibility that the word went 
to the White House. 
Meantime, the extent of U.S. 
involvement in Angola was still 
being debated 


The White House has stated 
that no American pilots are 
flying missions to support anti- 
Soviet factions in Angola and 
that the United States is not 
involved in recruiting anyone 
for such missions. 
This further narrowed the 
range of possible U.S. involve­ 
ment in the three-way struggle 
for control of the mineral-rich 
nation on the southwest coast of 
Africa. 
Just about

remains is what President Ford 
called a “ legitim ate co v ert” 
operation — providing money 
and, perhaps indirectly, wea­ 
pons. 
The White House has said no 
American troops or advisers 
are in Angola or any of the 
neighboring countries involved 
in the fighting. 
That the United States is 
participating behind the scenes 
has been acknowledged by the 
ad m inistration;

Christians

fought their fiercest battle in 
ten months of civil war today, 
unleashing a blaze of mortar

reduced hospitals to rubble in 
see-saw

besieged refugee camp 
Intense 
fighting 
raged 
in 
eastern Beirut for the second 
straight day as thousands of 
Palestinian guerrillas fought to 
widen the wedge of strategic 
territory seized 
in

drive 
against the six-day Christian 
blockade 
of 
the 
Palestinian 
refugee camp at Tai Zaatar. 
The 
Christians 
poured 
in 
reinforcements to drive them 
back 
“This is 
it, 
we're finally 
coming down to the crunch of 
the whole w ar,” a Christian 
street fighter said. 
Police put early casualties at 
25 dead and 50 injured, raising 
the toll since civil war erupted 


in April co more than 8,101) dead 
and 17,3(H) wounded. 
With guns and 
shell 
fire 
blazing, a Palestinian-Moslem 
force of about 5,000 smashed 
out of Tai Zaatar before dawn 
Wednesday and pushed north 
and west of the camp in a mile- 
wide arc.

Palestinians to Tai 
Zaatar’s 
outskirts 
But the Palestinians struck

The 
search was halted late Wednes­

Gerald Shoemaker also was 
missing

had been at the plant 
officials said 17 persons were 


hospitalized, seven with severe 
burns Nineteen others, mostly

fects of toxic gases i i i the air 
during the firefighting opera 
tion.

The most seriously injured 
were transferred to a burn unit 
at a hospital in Fort Wayne,

Most of the 80 workers had 
been in the lunchroom when the 
explosions rocked the plant and 
triggered the blaze that could 
be seen 15 miles away at South 
Bend,Ind

Bowen Lauds Metlieal Program 


EVANSVILLE, Ind (UPI) - 
Six years after being instituted, 
the fruits of Indiana's Statewide 
Medical Education Plan are 
plainly visible. 


Gov. Otis R. Bowen, a family 
doctor by profession, told an 
audience during dedication of 
the 
T rista te 
Cancer 
Care 
Center at Evansville’s Deacon­ 
ess Hospital that the m ulti­ 
phased program already has 
increased the state’s physician 
population by nearly IO per 
cent. 


“ In six short years we have 
increased the Indiana MD per 
person ratio from 96 doctors for 
every 100,000 Hoosiers to 105 
doctors 
for 
every 
100,000 
citizens, 
and 
our 
physician 
population is today expanding 
three times as fast as our state 
population,’’ he explained 


He said the program utilizes 


the faculties of five different 
universities, including two pri­ 
vate schools, 
23 intern and 
residency hospitals, 74 com­ 
munity hospitals and lo univesi- 


tv 
campuses 
among 
other 
facilities to produce a network 
to augment Indiana University. 
IU is the only medical school in 
the state 
The 
governor 
termed 
the 
accom plishm ents of the pro­ 
gram “significant,” but he said 
other efforts also were aiding to 
increase doctor populations in 
Indiana 
These included the 
Rural Medical Doctor Program 
and the Family Practice Act 
which improves the attractive­ 
ness of practice in smaller 
communities 


INDIANAPOLIS

Democrats advanced one of 
their tax package bills and a 
measure increasing unemploy 
ment compensation Wednesday 
in the Indiana House 
In other legislative action, 276 
bills were introduced in the 
legislature 
Wednesday. 
The 
Senate 
met 
only 
for 
bill 
introductions, so the main floor 
action was in the House 
Rep Jeffrey K 
Espich, R 
Uniondale, tried three times to 
amend the unemployment coni 
pensation bill, but lost each 
time by a larger margin 
The bill would raise max­ 
imum weekly benefits to $75 
with no dependents, $88. with 
one, $100 with two, $113 with 
three and $125 with four or 
more for all claims initially 
filed starting the week of July 
4, 
1976 
The 
corresponding 
benefits in current law are $50, 
$57, $63, $69 and $75 from no 
dependents to four or more 
The tax measure, increasing 
income tax exemptions for a 
taxpayer and spouse from $500 
to 
$750, 
advanced 
to 
third 


reading 
witnout 
opposition. 
That 
measure 
also 
would 
provide a new $750 exemption 
for disabled persons and would 
increase the exemptions for 
dependents, 
the 
blind, 
and 
persons 65 or older from $500 to 
$750. 
"I only regret that we could 
not 
have 
passed 
this 
in 
November, so the citizens could 
have received the $14 million 
justly due the taxpayers of this 
state,” Rep Michael K Phil 
lips, D-Boonville, said, explain­ 
ing the bill was amended to 
apply to 1976 instead of 1975 
income 
Democrats 
tried 
to 
pass it in the November one- 
day session, but Republicans 
kept them from getting the two 
thirds majority they needed 
under a rules suspension 
The House passed without 
opposition 
and 
sent 
to 
the 
Senate the Indiana Code, a 
thick compilation of all current 
state laws, dubbed “Superbill 
No. 2.” “Superbill I” was ruled 
not to be an official code by the 
Indiana Supreme Court, but a 
1974-adopted 
constitutions’ 


amendment let the legislature 
officially make such a code, 
resulting in Superbill II, Rep 
Craig Campbell. D Anderson, 
explained. 
Espich debated his am end­ 
ments 
with

Labor 
Committee Chairman Jewell G 
Harris, I) Gary Espich praised 
the bill for its new definition of 
“dependent” to include mature 
but disabled children and for 
striking a three week waiting 
period for receipt of benefits 
He

Less Is More 


What is good law enforcem ent'1 Is it m arked by a 
large number of arrests each year, with increases in 
each a r e a 0 
While increases in arrest figures can look im ­ 
pressive on reports, they are not necessarily an in­ 
dication of superior law enforcement 
Rushville residents should realize this fact when 
considering the year-end activity report as submitted 
by Police Chief Robert Miller 
The police chief attributes some of the declines to 
the fact that there are "b etter drivers” in Rushville 
now Traffic arrests in 1975 totaled 447. which is much 
less than 1974 s 579 
Miller says a lot of the arrests in 1974 were for such 
violations as bumpers that were too high, exhaust 
noise and other equipment problems. He says that 
most of these problems are taken ca re of now and so 
the number of arrest is lower 
Criminal arrests in 1975 totaled 345 as com pared to 
378 in 1974 
The police departm ent investigated 219 wrecks in 
1975. which is one higher than 1974 s figure There 
were no serious injuries either year, although the 1975 
figures indicate that 42 persons w ere injured, while 
only 27 were the year before. Property d am age loss 
for the calendar y ear totaled $139,000. 
The police chief noted the largest contributing 
factor in the accidents investigated in 1975 was failure 
to yield the right-of-way. 
This accounted for 81 
wrecks, according to statistics. 
Improper driving was blamed in another 72 of the 
wrecks. Speeding, which is m ore of a contributiong 
factor on highways and open roads, was blamed in 
only IO mishaps. 
Following too closely and drinking were both in the 
high teens, though Other factors included driving left 
of center, improper overtaking, disregarding a stop 
sign or autom atic signal, making improper turns or 
madequate brakes 
'T h e r e were six pedestrians injured during the y ear 
and three bicyclists. 
The 
largest 
number 
of 
hours 
for 
the 
police 
department is spent in routine motor patrols. In fact, 
15.013 hours were put in p arolin g, with the squad ca rs 
accumulating 90,429 miles. 
Foot patrols took up 1.900 hours for the year. Desk 
duty took up m ore time. however, with 10,183 hours 
devoted to the work “ behind the sce n e s” that is also 
necessary. 
Criminal investigations took up 2,713 hours, with 
court appearances accounting for another 398. The 
investigation 
of 
accidents 
required 
262 
hours. 
Overtime and 
special 
assignm ents 
totaled 
1.046 
hours. 
Through the year. parking m eter revenues through 
both collections and fines generated $21,282.31. 
Through all of these statistics for a y e a r ’s work. it 
should be rem em bered that the best type of law en­ 
forcement is preventative. M em bers of the depart­ 
ment actively travel to schools and other groups to 
discuss law enforcem ent. 
The report as submitted for the y e a r 1975 m ay be 
made up of lower num bers in some areas, but it shows 
how aggressive efforts on behalf of a police depart­ 
ment can actually reduce crim e to some extent. 
In the final analysis, the lower num bers actually 
show m ore work is being done preventing crim e 
before it happens.

partm ent report says. 
The pressure for m ore high- 
protein supplements for cattle

other livestock, experts 
explain, is tied to the Soviet 
governm ent’s continuing c am ­

to 
satisfy 
consum er 
dem ands by promoting steadily 
increasing supplies of m eat, 
poultry and milk 
L arge 
scale 
production 
of 
these foods requires not only 
growing supplies of grains like 
corn, but heavy use of protein- 
rich supplem ents which trad i­ 
tionally have come from crops 
like 
soybeans, 
from 
other 
vegetable 
crops 
and 
from 
fishm eal 
Because Soviet pro­ 
duction 
of 
these 
feeds 
has 
lagged behind demand, Russian 


officials nave u im impui mi£ 
soybeans in recent years and 
some A m erican experts had 
predicted continuing sales for

to authorizing 
imports and investigating possi

m ethods

increasing 
domestic protein feed produc­ 
tion, how ever, the Soviets have 
also been showing considerable 
interest in developing supple­
